1. Phe designation of the various officers of ('uscoms appointed by the Local Government 
ander the provisions of sections G and 7 of the Act shall ordinarily be. —

Collector of Customs. 

Assistant Collector of Customs and Head Appraiser ; 
Superintendent of the Preventive Service ana Sult Golabs ; 
Preventive officers, or officers of tue Preveutive Service ; 
Appraisers. 

2. The Collector of Customs shall be competent to exercise all or any of the powers 
conferred, and to perform all or any of the duties imposed, upon an officer of Customs by 
this Act. Where, as im Calcutta, the Collector is also the Chief Customs Officer, be shail 
also be competent to exercise all ur any of the powers conferred, and co perform all or any of 
the duties imposed, on the Chief Customs officer by this Act. 

8, The Assistant Collector of Customs shall be competent, in the temporary absence 
of the Collector of Customs, to exercise all or any of the powers conferred on that officer. 
Ordinarily the Assistant Collector, and all the otker officers referred to in section 1, are 
aubordinate to the Collector of Customs, and, except as hereinafter provided, shall be com- 
petent to exercise such of the powers conferred, and.to perform such of the duties imposed 
‘upon officers of Customs by this Act, as the Collectur may require of them, and to perform 
all or any of the duties, whether meutioned in this Act or not, as are ordinarily comprised in 
the management of a Custom House. . 


4, The Preventive Officers are specially employed for the purpose of preventing smug- 
gling. Their dusies consist in guarding versels, und in preventing the shipment or landing 
of cargoes before a proper pass has been produced, or until the requirements of the Act have 
been carried out in respect of azch cargo. Their ordinary duties are those enumerated in 
sections 17, 53, 54, 67, 68, 69, 70, 76, 83, 129, 141, 143, 169, 170, 171, 178, 178, 1b] and 
194. 

5. The duties of Appraisers are principally connected with the examination and classi- 
fication of goods, aud are ordinarily those referred to in sections 27, 29,31, 32, 33, 84, 37, 39, 
42, 43, 44, 45, 46, 47, 48 and 194. 

* 6, The power to adjudge confiscation and the power to impose a penalty shall be limited 
in the caso of all Assistant Collectors of Customs to those indicated in clause (c) of section 
i 7, Tfany dispute arises between any officer of customs and any master of a vessel, or 
owner of goods, or other persons, relating to the importation, exportation, and warehousing 
of any goods, or to the proper rate of duty payable in respect thereof, or to the levy of any 
duty or penalty thercon, or to any seizure or forfeiture thereof, the Collector of Customs shall 
decide such dispute subject to an appeal to the Chief Customs authority, as provided in the 
Act. 

8. For the purpose of determining claims to drawback under the provisions of sections 
42 and 43, the date of importation of any goods shall be deemed to be the date on wich the 
bill of entry thereof was delivered to the Customs Collector under section 86, 


9, In order to obviate the loss and damage which is known to be caused to the owners of 
ods landed from ships under sections 83, 84, and 85, for which no claim is made within the 
period prescribed, and which are therefore liable to sale under section 88 of the Act, the Customs 
Collector may permit the master of the vessel, or his agents applying to act for him under 
section 5 of the Act, to take delivery of ail such unclaimed goods upon paying all duties and 
charges which are due upou such unclaimed goods, and also entering into a bond whereby he, 
or his Agents so acting for him, shall undertake to meet all claims which may be preferred in 
respect of any goods so delivered to the master uf any vessel or hie ageuts as aforesaid. 

10. When any goods are seized for an infringement of the customs law. or any breach 
of the provisions of the Customs Act is brought to notice by an officer of customs, und any 
confiscation or penalty is adjuciged in consequence, it shall be competent to the Collector of 
Customs to award to such officer a part of the sale proceeds of such confiscation or penalty im- 
poned, not exceeding three-fifths of the whole amount of euch sale proceeds or penalty, after 
deduction therefrom of the Government dues, if any, and any incidental charges incurred in 
‘geinsequedos of sich confiscation, 

2, Whenever an amendment of the valuation stated in a bill of entry is permitted un- 
at Jast clause of s-otion 82, and excess duty, together with the penalty, is levied in conse- 





yaenue; the whi a'part of such penalty shall, at the discretion of the Chief Officer of 
Senco, be raabte tothe officer who detected the under-valuation of the goods. 
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12. No refund of duty on account of the re-landing or short shipment of goods shall be 
granted unless application is made within three months from the date on which information of 
such short shipment or re-landing was given to the Customs Collector under the provisions of 
section 140. 


13. Preventive Officers are reqnired to bring to the immediate notice of the Copservator 
of the Port, or of one of his subordinates, any infringement of the rules for the prevention and 
suppression of fires on ships within the Port of Calcutta, especially of those regarding the use 
of lights and fires that they may observe while on duty on board ships in port. 

14, The following rules are prescribed in connection with the parcel-post system 
between Ceylon aud Caleutta and between the Straits Settlements and Calentta :— 


(a.) On the arrival of any parcels from a foreign port, the Postmaster will, in ordi- 
nary eases, accept the declarations of contents which accompany the parcels 
as correct, and will at once deliver the parcels to the addressees. These declar- 
ations, or copies thereof, will then be forwarded to the Collector of Customs. 
In cases of aoubt or suspicion, or when the declarations show the articles to 
be liable to duty under the Indian Tariff Act, 1852, or subject to any restric. 
tions regarding importation, the Postmaster shall give notice to the Col- 
lector of Customs, and shall not take any steps to deliver such parcels until 
the arrival of an officer deputed to attend by the Collector. 

(2) Immediately on the receipt of notice from the Postmaster, the Collector shall 
send to the post office an Appraiser, or other competent officer, to determine 
the amount of customs duty payable on the parcels. 

(c.) The Customs Officer is, as a general rule, to be guided by the declaration of 
the senders with regard to the contents of parcels ; but should he have reason 
to doubt the correctuess of such declaration, he may order the deteution 
of the parcels, and the Postmaster shall on his requisition detain them, 
pending receipt of the Collector’s orders as regards their examination. 

(d.) The Appraiser shall be provided with a book containing parcel-post passes 
in triplicate, as per form annexed. Of these passes the Appraiser shall fill 
up, sign and give to the Postmaster in exchange for the amount of duty 
vue ferm, and shall fill up a second, which will be retained in the book as a 
counterfoil, The third form shall be filled up by the Appraiser, but signed 
by the Postmaster, and delivered to the Appraiser at the post office entry of 
the goods. On this latter document the duty is to be passed to account, the 
Cashier giving a receipt for the money, and the Import Supervisor certifying 
that it has been duly entered in the registers. The short copy counterfoils 
are to be signed each day by the Accountant as an acknowledgment that the 
sums realized have been duly paid in from the Appraiser’s Department.

The 20th January 1885.—The following rules framed under section 24, Act I (B.0.) of 
1880, as amended by Act II (B.C.) of 1884, for regulating the running of locomotive 
engines and horse cars across the Calcutta Maidan and over the Kidderpore bridge on 
Telly’s Nullah, are published for general information :— 

1, Every engine shall be fitted with such mechanical appliances for preventing the 
‘motive power of such ongine from operating, and for bringing such engine and the carriages 
drawn by it to a stand, as the Commissioner of Police may from time to time think sufficient, 
and, when specially required by the Commissioner of Police, with an ind:cator, by means of 
which the speed shall be shown, and also with a suitable fender to put aside obstructions, and 
with a special bell, whistle, or other apparatus to be sounded asa warning when nocessary. 

2 Every such engine shall be free from any noise produced by blast or clatter of 
umachinery, and the machinery shall be concealed from view at all points above four inches 
from the level of the rails, and all firo used on such cngines shall also be concealed from 
view. 
3. The Commissioner of Police, or any person deputed by him, shall be at liberty from 
time to time to inspect any engine used on the tramways, atd the machinery therein, and 
whenever he thinks fit to prohibit the use on the tramways of any engine which, in his 
opinion, muy not be safe or fit for use. The speed at which engines may be driven or 
propelled along the tramway shall not exceed tho rate of eight miles au hour, and the apeed 
at which engines may pass through moveable facing points and in crossing a road shall not 
exceed’ the rate of four miles an hour, No engine shall cross the Kidderpore Bridge or ita 
approaches at a greater speed than four miles an hour. 

4. ‘The engines shall be required to burn coke when plying on the tramways, 

5. No engine shall draw more than three carriages at the same time. On special 
occasions four carriages may be drawn with the permission of the Commissioner of Police. 

6. No engine shall start from either end of the line before sunrise and after 5 p.m. 
Onee started, an engine may complete its journey, provided that no unusual delay occurs, 

7. No horse that is not thoroughly broken shall be used in a car plying for traffic. 

8. Nacar, whether drawn by engincs or horses, shall pull up opposite any part of a 
cross-road so as to impede the traffic along that road. 

9.*No car, whether drawn by engines or horses, shall be allowed to stop on the 
Kidderpore Bridge roadway or its approaches to take up or set down passengers. 

10, The driver shall at all times be responsible for seeing that the line is clear of 
obstruction; and if there is any risk of collision, or the line is in any way obstructed, the 
car shal) be stopped till the line is clear. 

11. The regulation of the traffic, whether by cars drawa by engines or by horses, shall 
be under tBe control of the Commissioncr of Police, whn is authorized to limit it, or, if 
noma atop it altogether on the occasion of race mectings or festivals or other days on 
which. the Maidan may be expected to be exceptionally crowded. 

12. The purdabs or other side arrangements on the cars shall be eo arranged. as not to 
project Segond the foot-hoard, flap about, or otherwise interfere with the passing traffic. 

Brery-conductor and driver shall wear a distinguishing badge in such a way as to 
be fully exposed to view, and shall state his number to any passenger asking for it.

19, Every car running after sunset shall carry two bright lights—one in front of the 
car and one at the back.
